Deputy Shorn! Sherman Klapper 


of Avalon was formally vindicated of 
assault charges, Friday afternoon, 
when Judge H. L. Muxrteld found 
him not guilty after an all-day trial 
In municipal court. 
The case has 


•attracted widespread interest in the 
town of Bradford. The court appar- 
ently accepted the truth of the ar- 
guments of tho defense that the case 
was a "put-up job" and that Klap- 
ped did not mistreat Mrs. Theodore 
Hoppe as was alleged by The com- 
plaining witness, her husband. 
A wide discrepancy .in testimony 


was the outstanding feature of the- 
case. The four .witnesses for 
the 


state swore that Klapper grabbed 
the woman by the arm, 
toi-e ,• her 


clothing and pulled, her down tho 
porch steps. 
The defense produced 


six witnesses who testified that the 
deputy sheriff did not touch Mrs. 
Hoppe—that he was never less than 
six feet away from her. 


, Stanley G. Dnnwiddio, representing 
the defendant, argued .that there W.T.H 
no foundation for the charges, de- 
claring the cnsc was a frame-up on 
the part of Hoppe to take out his 
vengeance on Klapper. He brought 
out that Hoppe on two separate oc- 
casions has appealed to him. as dis- 
trict attorney, to prosecute Avalon 
people for alleged assaults on mem- 
bers of his family.

The height pro- 
posed for' the east main river tower is 3SO feet 
abovo the river. 
The bridge in its entirety will 


exceed any other suspension bridge in the world 
for length" by ICO feet, if the present plans are 
adhered lo. 


This bridge, the cost of*, which has been esti- 


mated nt nearly ?:o.000,000 is both a, relief and 
the fulfillment or a. Ions-cherished rtesire to busi- 
ness men of the city. It is, according to author- 
ities at the city hall, one of those things the nec- 
essity and practicability ot which has long been 
acknowledged by citizens nr. both sides of the 
Delaware river, but which has been delayed by 
circumstances.

Watching The Oil-Level Gage 
.;;;. 


It Should yci-er Indicate Too Low Oil—Or Too High 


C 


HE CRANKCASE OIL-LEVEL of most engines is indicated by » 
buoyant float, which rests in the surface of the oil and rises and 
falls with it, the stem of the fioat carrying a pointer, which can be 
read with relation to marks made upon the float tube or elsewhere, 


Indicating a full "or a low supply. Sometimes la addition to or in place 
of the gase, or.c or more pet-cocks are set into the oil pan wall, the 
opening of which indicates, by the escape or non-escape o£ oil through 
them respectively, whether the oil level is or not up to them. This is 
fully as reliable but not as convenient a device as the float gage, tvhicn 
occasionally sticks either up or down, indicating respectively a higher 
level than really exists. To test the gage, its fioat should be pushed down 
by hand, occasionally and ii it rises freely and assumes a definite posi- 
tion it is probably working faithfully. As the float is usually located on 
o"e side of the crankcase, it indicates a fallaciously high oil level il 
the car is standing so as to be lowest on the side where the gage is 
mounted and vica versa. The gage should always bo consulted with the 
car standing level and with the engine stopped. The gage mark which 
reads "full" or at any rate the highest of the marks Is quite accurately ' 
determined by the manufacturer as indicating the maximum supply to,. 
be carried, and a great many instances or overlubrication are due to 
filling the reservoir above this point, "in order to bo on the safe side." 
The danger is, that in filling above tha "full" mark, the conceding rods 
of a full force-feed lubricated engine may dip Into the oil and splash a 
detrimental excess of it up through the cylinders, in addition, to the 
normal supply furnished by the escape from the pin bearings. 'In the 


)f a circulating splash system, with distribution of oil from pump 
ease of 
filled pockets by the rod ends, overfilling may swamp the splash pockets 
and cause an enormous excess of oil to be splashed. Of course the lo\v 
mark on the gago is the real danger indication and, of the two, much 
more important to be heeded than the "high" one as low oil means 
likelihood of serious engine damage, but if rapid carbon formation, 
impaired ignition and smoky exhaust are to he avoided, the temptation 
to overfill must he resisted.
